This morning at the Criminal Ses- 
sions, he stood in the dock to receive 
his second sentence of death—this 
time for the murder of a ‘fellow-pri- 
soner in the Stanley Prison.

This communique confirms messages from Stock- 
holm suggesting that the Germans have made: 
no progress in the past 24 hours. These re- 
ports indicate'that in the Gudbrands Valley the’ 
German forces :are-facing. strong Allied posi- 
tions near Otta, some miles south of Dombaas. 


In the Oester Valley; reports agree that the Ger- 
mans have occupied Roeros but are being held . 
up several miles beyond it by the destruction of 

a bridge by the Norwegians. 


Séme reports state that the Ger- 
mans have attempted to get motor- 
cycle units across with the use of 
rubber. bands which the soldiers can 
drag across the bridge. 

Further progress north of Roeros 
_ would bring the Germans to Storen, 
which is south of . Trondheim and 
marks the junction of the railways 
from the Gudbrands and Oster val- 
leys. Both Storen and Dombaas are 
in Allied hands and the Allies are 
also said to have-taken positions 
along the line between the two towns. 

The ability to hold the fine will 
be of great Importance If reports 
of the fatest German moves are con 

‘firmed; these reports say that the 

Germans have sent parties out from 

two points in the Oster Valley to 

cross the mountains and. cut the 
line. 

‘VAGUE REPORTS 
There is one quite good motor road

bably under heavy snow drifts. 

Other reports speak of Nazi detach- 
ments cutting across country south of 
Dombaas, Hjerkin being mentioned.

The salient feature is that the Nazi 
main advance up the two main val- 
leys is being held up for the: present, 
wile north of ‘Trondheim both the 
Germans and the Allies are reinforc- 
ing their defeuce positions just north 
of Steinkjer.
